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Study session on hillsides next week 


swaths from west to east. 

The lowest zone, which comprises almost 
one-third of the undeveloped hillside area, would 
retain the current Rl-15,000 zoning; the middle 
zone would specify one house per 10 acres and the 
top zone one house per 40 acres. 

A number of property owners have objected 
to this, despite the fact that it is far more lenient 
than the now-adopted Ordinance 1054, which starts 
at one house per five acres and progresses to one 
per 40 acres. 

Both the Hillside Coalition and the property 
owners in their separate meetings agreed that zoning 
should be based on topography, rather than “ar¬ 
bitrary” lines, as the only “reasonable” approach. 

Mayor Bruce Crow expressed the hope that the 
study session might result in some suggestions which 
could satisfy not only the city’s needs, but also

After receiving letters from the attorneys of 
two concerned hillside property owners and advice 
from City Attorney Charles Martin, the City Coun¬ 
cil decided to delay adoption of the latest hillside 
ordinance and set a study session for Tuesday, 
Feb. 20, or Wednesday, Feb. 21, to get input 
from all concerned. 

Hillside Coalition members, four hillside 
property owners and their attorneys have already 
had one meeting outside the jurisdiction of the city. 

They will now be invited to express their 
feelings to the council, using the latest proposed 
ordinance as a starting point and to bring their 
suggestions to the study session. The meeting, as 
in the case of all council study sessions, will also 
be open to the public. 

The proposed ordinance. No. 1062, would 
zone the undeveloped hillsides by horizontal lines 
drawn on quarter section boundaries in three broad

added, “He’s so protective of his little sisters.” 

Linda said of Sherry, “She is not bothered by 
anything. When we go hiking on Chantry Flat, 
she wants to keep up with her brother and sister. 
She spends alot of time in the pool with her water 
wings. Of course, they never play in the backyard 
without supervision and the sitter saw it happen 
(Monday). She was petrified. She couldn’t run fast 
enough.” 

Linda said that Tuesday was Matthew’s “show 
and tell” day at school. “He will surely have some¬ 
thing to tell the other first graders.” 

Linda is operations manager for Oro America 
and the children’s father, Richard, is a service tech¬ 
nician for Xerox. They have lived in Sierra Madre 
since 1976. 


“I saved Sherry’s life. Mommy. She fell in the 
water. 1 was afraid 1 wasn’t going to see her again. 

1 grabbed her and kicked as hard as 1 could and 
we made it,” Matthew Christenson, 6'/:, told his 
mother Monday when she called home to see how 
the family was doing. 

Matthew had, indeed, saved his little sister’s 

life. 

Sherry, 2, was riding her tryke around the 
family pool Monday as the children often do but 
she didn’t turn the corner wide enough. She and the 
tricycle went into the deep end of the pool. With¬ 
out even thinking about it, her older brother dived 
in and saved her. 

This is the same older brother who failed 
swimming last summer here in Sierra Madre three 
times because he was afraid of jumping into the deep 
end of the pool. 

Wendy, 5, wanted to get into the act, too, so 
she explained to her mother that she yelled at Matthew 
to save Sherry. 

The children were at home with their live-in 
nanny. 

When Matthew was only 1years old, his mo¬ 
ther saved him from the pool when she was carrying 
Wendy. He, also, rolled his tricycle into the pool 
at their home up in the northeast section of Sierra 
Madre. 

On Monday, his mother, Linda, reminded 
Matthew that perhaps “God was preparing you to 
save your baby sister’s life.” Linda Christenson

Older drivers beware 

The 31 million Americans over 65 
may care to consider these Do’s and 
Don’ts for safer driving. 

Do have your eyes checked. It’s 
surprising how many people don’t real¬ 
ize their vision’s not what it used to 
be.

Don’t neglect child safety seats 
or booster seats for grandchildren. If 
you don’t have your own, the health 
department or a hospital may have one 
to lend.

Fire precautions 


During a catastrophic brush fire, 
almost any plant may burn. However, 
recent brush fires have shown that well- 
watered and well-maintained landscapes 
help to reduce fire damage in several 
ways, according to the California F.MR 
Plan Association, a nonprofit fire in¬ 
surance pool which insures properties 
in designated brush areas. 

Tall trees often form a barrier that 
prevent flying burning material from 
preaching buildings. Dense screens ot ir¬ 
rigated ground covers such as ivy or 
■»ice plant usually do not carry fire, thus 
keeping it at a distance from buildings. 

A wide choice of plants with a 
high moisture content are available 
for use in irrigated landscaping. How¬ 
ever, caution must be used in placing 
coniferous evergreens and some resinous 
plants.

A major 
deterrent to successful revitalization is splinter 
groups doing their own thing, for whatever 
reason.

It was another heartening evening in the 
company of booklovers. Bebe Moore Campbell 
was the featured guest at the Pasadena Lib¬ 
rary Author Series.

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Orange Grove long-time resident 
calls street widening *deja vu ’ 


One of Orange Grove Avenue’s long-time resi¬ 
dents, 87-year-old Ernestine Yeckley, is, like all her 
neighbors on both sides of the street, opposed to 
the widening of the street and concerned over her 
trees which are threatened by the widening. 

She has lived on Orange Grove since 1951, 
and remembers another time in the ’50s when the City 
Council was going to widen the street.

We had quite a stormy meeting with the council 
and they dropped it. 

‘‘Some years later they talked about it again, 
but didn’t do it.” 

Although she is not able to carry a petition 
this time, she was written a letter of protest which 
will be presented at the Feb. 13 Sierra Madre coun¬ 
cil meeting along with the correct petition opposing 
the proposed widening wbirh !« now oimilafing 


among Orange Grove residents on the Sierra Madre 
side. 

‘‘There are two liquid ambers,” Mrs. Yeckley 
said, ‘‘which my husband and 1 planted, one on our 
property and another next door which used to also 
be our property. People come from all over to see 
them and horticulturists have said they are the most 
beautiful they have seen. 

‘‘Both trees are threatened by the widening 
and we have the yellow ribbons with ‘Save Me’ on 
them so people will know.” 

Mrs. Yeckley said she wouldn’t mind having the 
road resurfaced, but strongly opposes any widening. 
Many of the residents don’t even want it resur¬ 
faced, she said. 

‘‘They wish they’d just leave it bumpy because 
it does slow traffic down. 

‘‘We are unique. That is the reason many good 
people come here. It is countryfied and we want 
to keep it that way.”

those of the Coalition and the property owners. 

Scheduled for a public hearing, Feb. 27, is 
the Tree Preservation Ordinance, and reintroduced 
for first reading by title only are Ordinances No. 
1063, 1064 and 1065. 

In a nutshell, the first establishes the zoning 
of the South Baldwin Historical Overlay by adding 
R-P to the R-3. The second establishes and re¬ 
classifies zoning of large estates to R-1-11,000. And 
No. 1065, reclas.sifies to R-1-1 l.OOOto R-1-15,000. 
Tentatively scheduled for the next City Council 


meeting, also, is a review of plans for Orange 
Grove Ave., whether it will be resurfaced, whether 
trees will be removed, etc. Dr. Paul Nieby appeared 
before the council with a petition from 81 resi¬ 
dents with well over 100 names, requesting that the 
street be basically left alone.

What staying power it 
has is due to the Har- 
bach-Youman songs that 
have become standards 
of singable American 
music, notably, “Tea 
For Two” and “1 Want 
To Be Happy.” Its 
plot involves Nanette, 
an orphaned girl brought 
up by an aunt and uncle 
to be a very proper young 
lady, who tries to wangle 
an innocent taste of 
the high life of Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, and 
her Bible-publishing 
uncle, who tries to 
explain his innocent spon¬ 
sorship of three oppor¬ 
tunistic young lady 
“artists.” 


If that makes you 
think that the current 
production of “Nanette” 
now at the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Civic 
Light Opera is less than 
exciting, you are dead 
wrong. Director Bill 
Shaw, Music Director 
Roger Lockie and 
Choreographer Rikki 
Lugo have pulled out all 
the stops, given imagina¬ 
tion its head, and come 
up with an exuberant, 
spectacular, altogether 
joyful production that 
sends the audience out 
full of innocent merri¬ 
ment. From the arte deco 
main curtain to the 
Erte-inspired costuptes, 
this is a class act. 

Costume designer Scott 
Lane has used the 
fanciful styles of 
the ’20s to create one 


colorful picture after 
another, keyed to the 
songs rather than to 
any pretense at real¬ 
ism, and switching from 
earthtones to rain¬ 
bows with happy illogic. 

The actors seem equally 
tickled with their 
roles and play them with 
flourish. Sherri Sperling 
Bannister makes a 
charmingly doll-like 
Nanette, singing and 
dancing, sometimes at 
the same time, like the pro 
she is. Bett Brown as 
her aunt is cozyness 
personified and has a 
great tap number, and 


Fred Derbyshire is a 
substantial pixie as 
the not-really-philander- 
ing uncle. Laura Gotto 
Patterson as a “shop- 
till-you-drop” friend, 
not only sings a wide 
variety of things well, 
but gets to wear madly 
marvelous clothes. Bruce 
Wheeler is slick as her 
husband and taps with 
aplomb. Eddie Keene 
makes a handsome love 
interest and Beryl 
Rochatka is a feisty maid. 
Then there are the un¬ 
cle’s three protegees, 
played to the hilt by 
Sharon Helton as the 


exotic one, Cynthia Mc¬ 
Intosh as the businesslike 
one and Dori Lonn as 
the flapper to end flap¬ 
pers, boop-adoop! 

The choreography is 
broadly adapted from 
Busby Berkely by the 
inspired Lugo, and the 
chorus busily taps, soft- 
shoes, waves hoops, 
does acrobatic things 
the oars and falls neat¬ 
ly into fetching atti¬ 
tudes. Some even 
walk on balls with a 
slightly nervous skill that 
is very appealing. 

The depth of commit¬ 
ment to making this 
production outstand¬ 
ing is measured in de¬ 
tails: a “trained” vacuum 
cleaner that is on stage 
for maybe three 
minutes, a gasp inspiring 
evening v.ap that 


holds the stage for 
10 seconds or so, not 
to mention the refur¬ 
bishing of a well-designed 
set to its original lush¬ 
ness and sparkle, and 
the twinkle of a million 
sequins. 

Well, simple-minded 
or no, I enjoyed it. 
And I think anyone 
of any age would enjoy 
it, and join in singing 
with the cast at the cur¬ 
tain call. 

The faithful Patrons 
of the SGVCLO were 
glowing like proud 
parents opening night, 
as well as they might. 

“No, No Nanette” 
plays through Feb. 29 at 
the San Gabriel Civic 
Auditorium.

Currently the super¬ 
intendent of the Los Ga- 
tos-Saratoga Joint Union 
High School District, 

Dr. Towner, who 
said “call me Terry,” 
will remain in that dis¬ 
trict until June 30 
because, as he 
said to those gathered 
in the board, “I’m not 
going to leave a district 
in chaos.” He indicated 
that the school board 
has worked out a good 
transition program calling 
for the superintendent- 
elect to spend a minimum 
of 25 days in Arcadia 
between Feb. 9 and June 
30. 


“Y'ou’ll know I’m 
here, even before July 
1,” explained Towner 
to assure parents 
and teachers that he 
would keep in contact 
even though he would 
not alwavs be in Arcadia 


‘ ‘caring, honesty, 
accountability, owner¬ 
ship and success.
